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Claim Objections 

2. Claims 1 - 4 are objected to because of the following informalities: The claim 
should begin and include only one capital letter. Where a claim sets forth a plurality of 
elements or steps, each element or step should be separated by a line indentation and 
begin with a lower case. See 37 CFR 1.75 and MPEP § 608.01(m). Appropriate 
correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1 - 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one sentence 
form only . Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited U.S. No. 6,012,228 
(Fisanich). 
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Applicant should consider amending the claims so as to correct the language and 
claim format and overcome the rejection as stated above. For example, claim 1 could be 
amended so as to read " A football measuring device comprising a handle having a base 
and a leg upstanding from the base a distance of approximately 4 inches, which 
corresponds to the distance from the ground to the center of the nose of the football, said 
handle having a major axis along the base perpendicular to the yard lines and not parallel 
as some other conventional devices are; a chain segment having an end secure to the base 
of the football through an aperture in a lower section of the leg adjacent the base; an 
extending bar releasably secured to an upper section of the leg away from the base, said 
bar extending parallel to the ground; and wherein said handle, said upright leg, said 
extending bar or any other part of the device does not have any dials, numbers or any sort 
of markings or indicia to designate where the device is at on the field.". Similarly, claims 
2-4 should be amended in order to correct the claim format as shown above. 

Claims 2 and 4 are rejected due to their dependency on claims 1 and 3. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1 and 3 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S. C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 
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6. Claims 2 and 4 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 
35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
